7. Roarks & Recommendations: Subject la now well-informed about this

When run again, the mixed-question technique should be employed, i. e., 
the sublet should be briefed on the questions to be asked but not on 
the order of their appearance* During his mx numbers- test, subject 
showed marked yogi-characteristics and powers of auto-suggestion. 

Some months from now, when an atmosphere of mutual trust has been firmly 
established, it might be well tp get more detail on his reasons for turning 
down German ditizenship and to try to ascertain what he xkfi wishes to conceal 
about the 1940 period of his life* 
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
